County, Tenn.. Mr. Pope moved 
w ith his family to Hunt County 
at the age of 12. 'He married 
Lessie Sigler on Sept. 4. 1908. j 


I at Tulia, where he was 
high 
school principal and she was a 
teacher. 
In 1909 Mr. Pope became 
principal of the Canyon schools. 
When West 
Texas 
Teachers 
College was established there 
the next year he worked in the 
summer as a carpenter, helping 
to erect the first building on 
the campus. He then enrolled as 
a student in the college and fin­ 
ished in 1911 as a member of 
the first graduating class. 
Following graduation. 
Mr 
Polio became superintendent of 
schools at Pampa and 
later 
held the same position in the 
Chillicothe 
schools 
for 
two 
'ears. At Chillicothe he became 
interested in 
the 
newspaper 
profession and decided to leave 
the teaching field. 
When the Popes moved to 
Hamlin in 1914 he became pub­ 
lisher and owner of the Hamlin 
Herald. He was elected to the 
legislature in 1924 and served 
three two-year terms. 
In November of 1945 he re­ 
tired from the publishing busi­ 
ness and began to 
draw 
up 
plans and a charter to initiate 
a hospital organization among 
Hamlin residents, an idea which 
he had promoted through his 
newspaper.
